Louis E. Wolfson and 
Aids Boost Fare to 15 
Cents and Declare Divi- 
dends.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30—The 
Midas touch of Louis E. Wolf- 
son, the young and rather mys- 
terious Florida financier, ap- 
pears to have been applied to 
~~ Washington Capital Transit 


Like most other public trans- 
portation systems, Capital has 
had financial problems in the last 
few years, but these 
began to ease when Wolfson and 
a group of eight Florida associ- 
ates acquired control less than a 
year ago. 

Since then the price of Capi- 
tal’s stock has gone up from $20 
a share to more than $37 on the 
New York Curb Exchange. Last 
week a quarterly dividend of $1 
a share, double the last dividend 
and largest ever paid by the con- 
cern, was announced. At least 
four executives, three of them 
associates of Wolfson, have been 
granted salary increases. 
Wolfson’s Other Interests. 


Wolfson, who lives in Jackson- 
ville, has extensive other inter- 
ests in theaters, motion pictures 
and shipbuilding. Six weeks ago 
he appeared voluntarily before 
the Senate committee investigat- 
ing interstate crime, which is 
headed by Senator Kefauver 
(Dem.), Tennessee, to outline his 
part in financing the 1948 cam-. 
paign of Gov. Fuller Warren of ' 
Florida. 

Wolfson and two other men 
staked Warren to something like 
$450,000. Wolfson said he put in 
more than $150,000 solely be- 
cause he thought Warren would 
boost Florida. The other under- 
writers were C. V. Griffin, a 
citrus grower, and William H. 
Johnston, operator of four Flori- 
da dog racing tracks and a horse 
track near Chicago, who is associ- 
ated with the Capone interests. 
Griffin and Johnston also have 
testified. 


Wolfson’s syndicate bought 
stock control of Capital from the 
North American Co., for $2,189,- 
000 and since then has placed its 
members in strategic executive 
posts and has obtained control of 
the board of directors. The com- 
pany obtained a fare increase last 
month, the third in three years. 
The fare now is 15 cents or three 
tokens for 40 cents. Passes are $2. 
Shortly after the last fare rise, 
the Potomac Electric Power Co., 
which furnishes the power for 
street cars, sought a rate increase 
authorization from the District of 
Columbia Public Utilities Com- 
mission. Capital Transit an- 
nounced it would oppose this in- 
crease, claiming that if it is 
granted Capital will have to seek 
still higher fares. 


11 Directors Resign. 


Opposition of the transit com- 
pany precipitated the resignation 
from Capital’s board of directors 
of Robert V. Fleming, president 
of Riggs National Bank, and A. G. 
Neal, president of the electric 
utility. Fleming and Neal are 
Potomac Electric directors. Of 15 
directors, only four remain of 
those who held office a year ago. 
The last fare rise went into ef- 
fect July 16. A recent report by 
the company to the PUC shows 
net income of $34,849 for July as 
compared with a deficit of $15,095 
in July 1949. Net earnings for the 
first seven months of the year 
were reported at $205,000, how- 
ever, a 59 per cent decrease from 
earnings of the same period last 


year. 

The $1 dividend was based on 
“improvement” in July and Au- 
gust fares, it was said, and prob- 
ably will be paid again for the 
fourth quarter. Fifty cents a share 
was paid in each of the first two 
quarters: Amount of the salary 
increases, rumored as “substan- 
tial,” will not be reported to the 
PUC until next March. 

The Washington Daily News ob- 
served yesterday that the old 
management had kept operating 
expenses down and husbanded re- 
sources, and added: “The new

Green, in reply, said he was 
proud of the AFL’s no-strike ac- 
tion in World War II, “because 
by doing so, we contributed in a 
large way to the winning of that 
war.” The AFL has 105 nation- 
wide unions, with 8,000,000 paid- 
up members. 

Green wrote Lewis: “You are at 
liberty to follow your own ‘strike’ | 
or ‘no-strike’ policy. ... It would 
seem that you would be out of 
place if you were affiliated with 
any organized labor movement 
which might be committed to. a 
no-strike policy in order to de- | 
fend our country and save it from 
Communist aggression.”

Obeying the usual Washington 
custom of the mountain going to 
Mahomet, Harriman had flown to 
Tokyo following MacArthur’s visit 
to Chiang Kai-shek. In great de- 
tail Harriman briefed the general 
on Formosan policy as seen in the 
framework of our relations with 
our allies and the United Nations. 

A friendly newspaper man dug 
up a copy of the new MacArthur 
statement, and the White House 
staff member laid it up on the 
desk of the early-rising President 
before 9 a.m. Saturday. 

At 9:30 a.m. every day Gen. 
Omar Bradley, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, walks in 
with his easel, sets it up before 
the President’s desk and in his 
delightful, slightly schoolmaster- 
ish way, describes the military 
operations of the previous 24 
hours. One of the rare privileges 
of the Capital these days is an in- 
vitation to hear that briefing. 

This particular morning the 
briefing had already been ex- 
panded to include Gen. J. Lawton 
Collins, Army Chief of Staff, and 
Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, Chief 
of Naval Operations, who had just 
returned from a Korean look-see. 
Secretaries Acheson and Johnson 
had also been invited. 

Truman Reads Message. 

The President, poker-faced, let 

the military discussion proceed cn 
schedule. Then he said in a rather 
dry voice, “I have just come 
across something very interest- 
ing.” 
“Your inspiring message of the 
17th moved me deeply,” the Presi- 
dent read, “and I trust that you 
will convey to all of my com- 
rades-in-arms of the Veterans of 
- Foreign Wars... .” 

Secretary Johnson snapped to 
attention. The V.F.W. national 
commander recently called for his 
removal. The rather relaxed 
semi-circle around the President's 
desk pricked up its ears. 

The President waded on un- 
smilingly through the florid Mac- 
Arthur phrases so oddly unsuited 
to the Truman corn belt baritone. 
He wasn’t angry or dramatic, a 
listener said later, but his audi- 
ence knew at once that a cer- 
tain general was going to get a 
lesson in United States constitu- 
tional Government. 

“Louis, I want you to direct 
Gen. MacArthur to withdraw that 
statement,” the President said 
evenly. Secretary Acheson, who 
had slipped in during the briefing, 
did not comment. 

A short discussion ensued as to 
whether it would be better to tele- 
phone Tokyo or cable. The Presi- 
dent settled that. He said to put 
it in writing. 

Secretary Johnson returned to 
the Pentagon and sent instruc- 
tions beginning “the President of 
the United States directs, etc.,” 
He signed his own name.

War II precept: “Air power can't 
win by itself, but no war can be 
won without air superiority, and 
no war can be lost by the side 
which has air superiority.” 
We would be out of Korea 
altogether by this time if we had 
not had air superiority. Air power 
alone did not stop the enemy; he 
was stopped when he ran into a 
defensive front held by an in- 
ferior but sufficient force of 
ground troops with ample air 
support.

His strongest effort over’ the 
weekend was made on the United 
Nations right flank.

In every country in which the 
G.I. has fought he usually makes 
fast friends of the kids first.

And 
all he had left to give the pretty 
daughter was a chocolate bar and 
conversation. However, this often 
seemed satisfactory. The happy 
system of introduction was so well 
understood in London that when 
a small boy called “Got any gum, 
chum?” the soldier joked back, 
“Got a sister, mister?” 

But the formula hasn't gone so 
far in Korea. Few have found 
either temporary or permanent 
girl friends and most have taken 
no part in the life of the country. 

The frank truth is that most 
Yanks came here to do a disagree- 
able duty that has taken them 
longer than they hoped and they 
want to leave as soon as it is done. 
There are fewer comforts in Ko- 
rea than in Japan and life gener- 
ally is on a lower level. The G.I. 
has shown little interest in learn- 
ing just what kind of people the 
Koreans are, although he has de- 
veldped a great respect for their 
ability as soldiers. 

Children Win Him Over.

Accordingly, the Royal Marine 
lives with his gun. He goes to 
the shower and latrine with a 
towel in one hand and a gun in 
the other. 


Besides keeping the camp on 
constant alert, the sneaks can eas- 
ily see patrols forming and hasten 
to tip off the unseen enemy. To 
Snafu the enemy, Capt. George 
Glossop, ®a commanding officer 
who crochets when not manhunt- 
ing sends armed squads in several 
directions and lets the spies guess 
which one is blood-bound. 

Sometimes he dispatches a 
truck convoy with Marines piled 
on the floor out of sight.

The MacArthur Problem 


President Truman has had his tough personnel 
problems, but never before one which came 
close to that presented by Gen. MacArthur's 
unauthorized attempt to shape foreign policy 
for the nation. 

Our Pacific commander did exactly what he 
would have severely disciplined a junior officer 
for doing to him. He went over the head of his 
own commander. When he could not get accept- 
ance for his views on Formosa in official Wash- 
ington, he attempted to take them to the voters 
via the national encampment of the V.F.W. 

But Gen. MacArthur’s conduct was worse than 
that. He saw that his appeal for all-out defense 
of Formosa was circulated well in advance to 
the press. Yet the State Department did not 
see a copy for several days after the text ar- 
rived in press association offices. 

The MacArthur attack on our Formosan policy 
—for it was an attack—reached the White House 
too late for the President to keep it from circu- 
lation. Mr. Truman ordered it withdrawn, but 
that course was for the record only. U.S. News 
&. World Report had already gone to press with 
the complete text. The Chicago Daily Tribune 
printed it in full. Then Senator Donnell of Mis- 
souri put it in the Congressional Record and 
distribution to,every part of the country was 
assured. 

* * . 

This was a serious embarrassment to the 
Commarder-in-Chief. It embarrassed the United 
States before Britain, France and other friendly 
nations, to say nothing of Russia and the Com- 
munist states. It embarrassed U.N. to have its 
military commander propose in so indiscreet a 
manner a course which many of its leading 
members oppose. 

By this headstrong conduct, Gen. MacArthur 
deserved dismissal, on military grounds, if the 
Truman Administration cared to relieve him of 
his command, 

But suppose President Truman had met this 
gross breach by calling Gen. MacArthur home. 
Immediately there would have gone up the hue 
and cry from the MacArthur partisans that he 
was being penalized because he had the courage 
of his convictions. Some would have charged it 
was punishment for his presidential candidacy 
as a Republican in 1948. 

At once the disciplining of the devout and 
fervent General would have become an issue 
in the rapidly approaching congressional elec- 
tion. The apologists for Chiang in the Senate 
would have taken it up with a rush. It is easy 
to imagine the impassioned protests from Sena- 
tors Wherry of Nebraska, Taft of Ohio and 


other Republicans who have been trying for 


many months to involve us in Formosa in sup- 
port of Chiang and his war. Impolitic handling 
of the MacArthur problem conceivably could 
have been a factor in an overturn in Congress. 

President Truman doubtless is aware of this 
even though at first he knew nothing of Gen. 
MacArthur's foreign policy declaration. There- 
fore, he sends to the U.N.’s Pacific commander, 
not a summons to Washington, but a letter 
quietly explaining his withdrawal of the state- 
ment to the V.F.W. and commending Gen. Mac- 
Arthur on official war reports from Tokyo.

Treatment so mild is not enough. Though the 
Truman Administration is loathe to come to 
grips with Gen. MacArthur, it must find a way 
to convince him that he is not the world’s great- 
est expert on Asia; that he knows less about 
the Asiatic psychology than, for example, Nehru 
of India. It must drive home to him the fact 
that though military considerations are highly 
important, they are not the only considerations. 
It must teach him that as U.N. commander he 
cannot go out on his own without regard for 
the policies of U.N. Above all else, it must teach 
him that the Constitution places the conduct of 
American foreign relations in the hands of the 
President and the Senate. 

These realizations may require another Har- 
riman mission. They may indeed mean a s0- 
journ in Washington for Gen. MacArthur.

Arthur. For he is, after all, a 70-year-old officer, 
who retired four years before Pearl Harbor. He 
is not indispensable.

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Monkey Wrench for Slot Machines 

A slot machine “takes” 15 to 80 per of 
its proceeds, depending on how it is “fixed.” 
Yet Americans play the gadgets to a whirring 
tune estimated in billions of dollars. Psychia- 
trists explain this illogical attraction as a 
“pleasure-pain tension.” However that may be, 
there is something about a slot machine, as 
Congress has learned. 

The House has just passed a bill to prohibit 
interstate shipment of these gambling devices. 
Since the Senate earlier approved a similar 
measure, it is likely to be law soon. The idea 
is not to outlaw slots themselves, but to make it 
impossible to distribute the machines to states 
which do outlaw them. This objective has the 
blessing of the Justice Department. 

But the easy victimizing of thousands of citi- 
zens is not the real reason for the proposed 
law. The pertinent fact is that slot niachines, 
like the bookie business, are bulwarks of today’s 
criminal industry and of the racketeers’ influ- 
ence in politics. 

Slot machines are believed to pour two billion 
dollars into the pockets of the rackets bosses 
each year. The California Crime Commission 
estimated that the machine racketeers paid off 
$400,000,000 annually for political favors. And 
Carl Chatters, director of the American Munici- 
pal Association, described slots as “the neatest 
gangland get-rich-quick device ever conceived,” 
and as a “weapon in attempts to grab control of 
local politics.” 

So whatever pity or sorrow Congess felt for 
the suckers who feed their cash into the hungry 
machines, that was not the reason for congres- 
sional action. The one-arm bandits have grown 
up under a nation-wide racket. The racketeers 
themselves have become too big in some locali- 
ties, but not too,big for the Federal Govern- 
ment, 

The expected law against interstate commerce 
in such gambling paraphernalia does not repre- 


sent a fervent crusade against gambling as such. 


It is a practical means of cutting out the very 
root of a dangerous racket. 
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Incentives to Remain Red 

A fundamental bulwark in freedom’s fight 
against Communism was emphasized by Lee 
Pressman in his statement to the House Un- 
American Activities Committee. The former 
general counsel for the CIO, who admitted he 
had been a member of the Communist party for 
one year 15 years ago, said he was glad that 
“within our democratic way of life there is op- 
portunity for a man to change his beliefs.” 

Because of the opportunity for freedom of 
discussion and for a man to hold any political 
or religious belief he chooses, he finally saw 
the errors of Communism and became a con- 
vinced democrat. Needless to say, this could 
not have happened in Russia, where there is no 
opportunity for a man to change his beliefs. 

Yet in scattered places in America it is being 
made increasingly difficult for a Communist to 
change his beliefs. In Jacksonville, Fla., for 
example, the state secretary of the Communist 
party. was sentenced to serve 90 days at the city 
prison farm for violating an ordinance prohibit- 
ing Communists from entering the city. Is put- 
ting him behind bars likely to win him to the 
support of the system which jailed him? 

Actress Jean Muir has lost her television job 
because of a charge that she had belonged to a 
Communist front organization. Of Miss Muir’s 
political beliefs we know nothing, but is a per- 
son prevented from obtaining a job more likely 
to believe in the merits of the existing system or 
succumb to the “help-the-downtrodden” propa- 
ganda of the Communists? 

Persecution only breeds Communism. When 
there is indeed political and economic oppor- 
tunity for a man to change his beliefs, then 
Communism can only wither away. 
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Prospector’s Guide 
Not only has the Government’s book on atomic 
bomb defenses become a best seller.

explosion. They don’t seem to take teaching to heart at 

all. For years their mothers have reminded them to put 
their clothes where they belong. For years they have been 
reminded to leave their bedrooms ready for the routine atten- 
tion by opening their beds, hanging up their pajamas, towels 
and washrags without apparent effect. They still leave their 
rooms in a mess, they still forget to turn out lights, they 
still have to be sent back to make their lapses good. Why 
don't they learn? 

They are learning. Growth goes on under the surface 
for a long time before it appears in the conduct of the chil- 
dren. They know what good manners are long before they 


can be counted on to practice them. They know other things 


in the same way. In time, after the years of childhood’s learn- 
ing, they show that they learned what was taught them. 
Meantime we abide in patience and with hope.

WE SHOULD NOT expect maturity before it is due. That 
way trouble lies.

The dark paneling of the room, 
‘{lluminated only by a few bronze 
lamps, produced a gloomy atmoss 
phere, a suitable framework for 
the tragic scene of that night. 

The short elderly man with 
dark eyes in a face red with agi- 
tation, who entered that room 
with his Foreign Minister, was 
the successor of Benes. He had 
done his best to give no occasion 
for criticism to his giant neighbor 
Germany, which surrounded dim- 
inished Czechoslovakia on three 
sides. 

But all had been of no avail; 
the Czechs were Hitler’s red rag. 

This was no intimate discussion 
between man and man, several 
people being present, but apart 
from Hitler they were all... 
only mutes. 

Hitler now repeated the whole 
crime register, as already ex- 
panded during the Sudeten crisis. 
He did not mean to imply any 
distrust of Dr. Hacha, because 
they were convinced of his loy- 
alty to Germany. But for the 
security of the Reich it was nec- 
essary for it to assume the pro- 
tectorate over the remnant of 
Czechoslovakia in order itself to 
be able to provide for what was 
right. 

Hitler often spoke very em- 
phatically, and indeed he never 
could speak quietly about the 
Czechs, but there were not those 
turbulent scenes between him and 
Hacha of which the foreign press 
has written. 

Hacha and Chvalkovsky sat as 
though petrified while Hitler 
spoke, only their eyes showing 
that they were living beings. 

It was astonishing that after 
all this strain the old gentleman 
still remained collected in the 
discussion with Hitler. “The 
entry of German troops is un- 
avoidable,” said Hitler. “If you 
want to avoid bloodshed, you had 
best telephone to Prague at once 
instructing your War Minister 
that the Czech forces should offer 
no resistance.” With these words 
Hitler terminated the sensational 
discussion. 

But telephone communication 
with Prague was interrupted. A 
nervous Ribbentrop told me to 
find out “who’s gone and let us 
down.” My feverish efforts only 
got the reply that the German 
line was in order but Prague 
didn’t answer.

OR a while the conversation

now finally given the order to 
invade Poland and the frontier 
was to be crossed at 5:45 in the 
morning. 

After midnight of 2nd Septem- 
ber the British Embassy called 
up the Chancellery saying that 
Henderson had just received in- 
structions from London to trans- 
mit a communication from the 
British Government at 9 a.m., 
and that he asked to be received 
by Ribbentrop at the Foreign Of- 
fice. It was clear that this com- 
munication would contain nothing 
pleasant, that it might possibly 
be a real ultimatum, and there- 
fore Ribbentrop did not show the 
slightest inclination to receive 
the British Ambassador person- 
ally next mcrning. 

I happened to be standing near 
him. “You could really receive 
the *Ambassador in my place,” he 
said to me. 

On Sunday 3rd September, 
1939, after the strenuous days I 
had spent I awoke too late so 
that I reached the Foreign Office 
only with the help of a taxi. I 
could just see Henderson enter- 
ing 76 Wilhelmstrasse as I drove 
across the Wilhelmplatz. I used a 
side entrance and punctually at 
9 o'clock stocd in Ribbentrop’s 
office to receive Henderson. 

He was announced as the clock

ended there was complete silence 
just as after the drum beat on the 
Godesberg night. 

Hitler sat there petrified, gazing 
before him, He was not confused 
as was afterward stated, nor did 
he rage as others alleged.

After an interval, which seemed 
to me an age, he turned to Rib- 
bentrop who had remained stand- 
ing rigidly by the window. “Well?” 
asked Hitler with a savage look at 
his Foreign Minister, as though 
to indicate that Ribbentrop had 
misinformed him about England's 
reaction. Ribbentrop quietly .an- 
swered: “I assume that the 
French will hand us a similar ul- 
timatum in an hour.” 

As my task was now finished, I 
withdrew and sajd to those in the 
anteroom who were pressing 
round me: “The English have just 
handed us an ultimatum.
